Reddin was scheduled to 
speak at the Marshall High School PTA meeting that 
night, but he copped out and sent a flunky public 
relations man,Dale Speck, while he went off to 
Washington to appear on a governmental committee 
on riot control. It was widely announced that the 
meeting was open to the public. Realizing that 
the students would attempt to expose the 1 
true nature of the cops, they let in 
only thirty super-straight appearing | 

students and tried to keep out as 
many people as they could by setting 
up arbitrary standards such as those 
against political buttons, sandals, 
and moustaches.

On Wednesday October 18, at 
least 250 high school students 
from around the Los Angeles a- 
rea, gathered at Hancock Park 
to protest the draft. All who 
came risked possible suspension 
from their respective schools. 
Speaking first was Jim Fite, an 
SDS activist, who spoke on San¬ 
ta Domingo in respect to the 
people's non-invo1vement in de¬ 
cision-making in our present 
system of government. He pro¬ 
vided.facts which proved that 
American business "interests 
were involved in the United 
States action there. Next to 
speak was Jay Hurvitz, a stu¬ 
dent at Dorsey High, who pre¬ 
sented two choices of action to 
be taken by the group. The 
first was to break up into work 
shops and to work for a larger 
body for protest.The alterna¬ 
tive to this was to go down to 
the Board of Education and 
speak to Superintendent of 
Schools, Jack Crowther. The 
former was chosen, and two work 
shops were subsequently formed. 
One was devoted to high school 
organizing and the other to the 
relationship of the draft to 
the high school. After the 
discussion, the group further 
divided into workshops of indi¬ 
vidual schools. In these

Only ten days 
before another editor was transfered 
to Palisades. (No reason was given 
for the transfer). Petition was 
circulated demanding that Worrier ed¬ 
itors be brought back to Uni. Collect¬ 
ed 320 signatures in two days 
(editors still in exile). Military 
panel on Dec. 14, preparing to 
welcome them with draft resistance 
1iterature. 


Hamilton: Students Rights Union formed 
to hold on and off-campus discussions 
and to work for student rights. Simi¬ 
lar groups have been formed at 
Inglewood and Grant. 


Manual Arts: New underground paper 
has evoled out of the struggle at 
Manual, The Black Power Student.

Israel 


To the editors of the Free Student: 


Whether or not Israel should have 
been created is now an academic 
question, best confined to those who 
dig playing intellectual games with 
the lives of real people. The fact 
exists that there are two million 
Jews living from Acre to Eli at, 
speaking Hebrew, formulating a disa¬ 
tinet culture, and with nowhere else 
in the world to go. Many of these, 
and the majority of immigrants, are 
not Europeans, but dark skin natives 
of Asia and Africa, forced to 
leave by hostility in their coun¬ 
tries and a promise of a freer life 
in Israel. Toynbee's Rhineland 
plan falls on this count; the idea of 
living among people who just ex¬ 
terminated six million of your 
relatives; and the prospect of dis¬ 
placing a larger native population 
than in Palestine. 

I agree with Carla that the 
Palestinian Arab problem is the most 
important single issue, but the Arabs, 
not the Jews are basically respon¬ 
sible for this nightmare. In 
John Glubb's pro Arab book, Soldier 
with the Arabs , even he tells how 
Palestinian leaders uprooted whole 
communities, sometimes at gun point, 
on the promise of quick victory. 

When the Israelis beat them back, 
the Jordanians and Egyptians refused 
to let them assimilate throughout 
the country, but kept them infester¬ 
ing concentration camps on the 
borders, in much the same way as 
the Jews in Europe were before they 
were allowed to have their own na¬ 
tion, their only refuge in the world. 
Unlike Israel, the Arab governments 
never even supported the refugees, 
but let the U.N. keep them alive, 

(and just barely). The Jews in 
Israel differ totally from the 
Europeans in Africa and the whites 
in the South in that they did not 
exploit the labor of the Arabs. 

Israel was built by Jewish sweat, not 
Arab. If the Palestine Arabs are 
treated so badly, why didn't they 
revolt in the June war? With 
guerrilla movements inside the 
state as well as five attackers, 

Israel would have been destroyed. 

About that war, it's pretty defi¬ 
nite that it's not Israel that 
wanted it. There is an expansionist 
movement in Israel, but only in 
consequence of the murders of innocent 
women and children in border kib¬ 
butzes by so called liberators. 

Israel had three basic reasons to be 
against war - the chance of losing 
and being wiped off the face of the 
earth; the knowledge that even in 
winning great portions of land would 
be aquired, containing mostly Arabs 
who would ruin the country's power 
structure; and the great cost to her 
economy in money and men. Israel 
fought only after the U.N. seemed 
content to let Egypt violate inter¬ 
national law while massing troups at 
her border. Can anybody doubt that 
the Syrians meant what they said when 
they bradcast ten days be 
they broadcast ten days before the war, 
"Our aim is the annihilation of the 
state of Israel, and every man, woman

What are you doing in 
school? You're learning, but 
are you getting an education? 

If you feel that you are getting 
an education, just think how 
much better it could be, and 
how much more you could enjoy 
it. Is this educational system 
worth all the money it takes 
from the taxpayers and all the 
time and effort it takes from 
you? 

In this highly advanced 
culture of ours the state should 
be able to give us a much better 
education. When people get out 
of the school system into the 
society(out of the frying pan 
into the fire) they don't al¬ 
ways remember the general at¬ 
mosphere and the feeling it in¬ 
stilled in them. Kids from 
Manual Arts know that they are 
suited for industrial skills, 
because that's where their 
school puts the emphasis. Kids 
from Fairfax know that they're 
good enough to be intellectuals, 
because their school has put 
emphasis on academic courses. 
Kids at all schools remember 
that omnipotent authority x the 
principal. The general feeling 
is that of fitting in and go¬ 
ing along. Now it's fitting in¬ 
to the school system, later it 
will be fitting into society. 

Some of us see school 
this way and try to change 
it. Getting something done 
in this system is like run¬ 
ning an obstacle course. 

First of all, compare the 
relationship you have with 
your high school adminis¬ 
trators to the relationship 
citizens have with the peop¬ 
le who run this country (and 
the lives of its citizens). 
Traditionally, the only con¬ 
frontation between students 
and administrators has been 
the criticism or punishment 
of the pupils. No matter 
how much administrators try 
to be "pals," most students 
still feel at ease with them. 
Usually those being educated 
are afraid of their "pals." 

It is no longer a relationship 
between people, it is a re¬ 
lationship between a dictator¬ 
ial authority and people. 

In confrontations with 
high school administrators we 
have noticed certain tactics 
which they utilize in handling 
students, especially the poli¬ 
tical activists. Whether or 
not these methods are intent¬ 
ionally used, they should be 
pointed out to all students. 

When confronted with an issue, 
they throw up their hands 
hopelessly and say how they'd 
like to help us, but it's up 
to those guys at the Board of 
Education to make the rules. 

Then we're told that, as min¬ 
ors, we have no business try¬ 
ing to change the school sys¬ 
tem, or anything for that 
matter. When we vote and pay 
taxes we will be able to do 


something. (That's right, when 
we're 21 we'11 decide what our 
kids want and should have). 
That's right because our par¬ 
ents, now, are deciding the 
fate of the Vietnamese. 

That's right because a major¬ 
ity of the voting population 
wants it that way and are per¬ 
fectly satisfied with the pre¬ 
sent laws. 

They have to leave us some 
way, even extremely indirect, 
to take advantage (if only in 
appearance) of some of our 
rights as citizens; so the ad¬ 
ministrators tell us to get 
our parents to come down to th 
the school or Board of Educat¬ 
ion and register our complaints, 
Most parents either don't have 


Experiment*! School 

In Newton, Mass., an 
experimental school has been 
in progress for five weeks. 

At Murry Road High School 
there are no tardy bells and 
no administrators. Students 
are allowed to decide their own 
code of dress and organize some 
of their own classes. In this 
school teachers and students 
make their decisions together. 

Since the students have more 
freedom (according to the Chris¬ 
tian Science Monitor) those who 
were on the verge of dropping 
out are now enthusiastic in 
their studies and about their 
school. The students of Murry 
Road say that it is more inter¬ 
esting and they enjoy the 
responsibility of making de¬ 
cisions. As one student said, 
"Nobody wants to cut classes, 
because it is so interesting." 

Another said, "It's beautiful 
There are no adult rules to 
break, so it's a point of honor 
not to break any because we've 
made them ourselves." 

This type of school should 
be one of the goals of the 
student power movement-- a 
system where students have power 
and know how to use it for their 
own best interests.

the time or the energy, or the 
job security, to appear at the 
Board.

and child who blocks that aim". Talk¬ 
ing of fair play for the Palestinians, 
and of expansion, Jordan and Egypt, 
in 1949 annexed land (the West Bank 
and Gaza Strip) that could have been 
formed into a Palestinian Arab re¬ 
public. 

Carla, as well as people like 
Stokley Carmichael, totally mis¬ 
understand the nature of Zionism. 

Sure, they want to create a "proud 
and sometimes arrogant Jew", but in 
exactly the way the equally groovy 
Black Nationalists want to create a 
proud black man. The Uncle Toms of 
both groups were humble and died hum¬ 
bly. Zionists went into Palestine, 
got almost all of their land legally , 
and withstood unbelievable hardships 
to do more with Palestine in twenty 
/ears than the Arabs did in two 
thousand. No, Israel is not a per¬ 
fect socialist state. However, it's 
a damn sigh better than the military 
dictatorship of the U.A.R., so called 
socialist but really fascist Syria; 
or the feudal kingdom of Jordan. 

Israel includes two million individ¬ 
uals, some of whom are stone 
grooves, like the Beersheba Provos. 

My fear is that the double standard 
that some radical cats apply to 
Israel and Jews in general will drive 
one of the best countries in the 
world into Dayan-style militarism, 
out of sheer necessity.

because that was the most handy 
charge. Threatened with arrest the 
thirty students were then forced off 
campus. There all the students ga¬ 
thered to. discuss what had happened 
both inside and outside. The feel¬ 
ing that the police and administra¬ 
tors had been unjust stirred them 
to take action. The exists were 
guarded to locate the Klonskys and 
to prevent the cops from taking them. 
When they were found in a building 
the students beat; on the doors and * 
shouted, "Let our brothers go!" When 
the first cop car arrived the demon¬ 
strators surrounded it. More cars 
were radioed for help and patrolmen 
began unprovoked clubbing of students 
who were of no immediate threat or 
hindrance to the police. Adults, one 
of whom was crippled, as well as stu= 
dents, were brutally clubbed, jabbed, 
and choked. At the end of the skir¬ 
mish, three more arrests had been made 
including the arrest of a prominent 
social worker in the community. All 
these acts of brutality were committ¬ 
ed by the cops who recieved no injury. 

After all five arrestees had been 
placed in the squad cars sirens were 
heard and the more experienced demon¬ 
strators advised that this would be 
the proper time to leave to prevent 
bloodshed and further arrests. Since 
the purpose was to expose the cops 
and not to get busted, we left. Will¬ 
ingness to get arrested is not the 
ultimate show of strength. After the 
demonstration we had a meeting to 
discuss our method and their effect¬ 
iveness. This was the first such 
confrontation in a white community 
and it certainly will not be the 
last. The white community will no 
longer be immune to protests against 
the immoral and illegal activities of 
cops and the establishment.

Off-campus social clubs, as well 
as political activities, are illegal 
in school. Notice however, that 
the members of the outlawed social 
clubs are not threatened or perse¬ 
cuted to the degree that political 
activists are. This stems from two 
apparent causes. First, and probably 
most important, the lives and values 
of reactionary administrators are 
imminently threatened by student 
political activity on campus. The 
second factor regards the fashion¬ 
conscious, weight-watching party- 
goers who fit very nicely into the 
coffin-shaped niches which our 
society affords them: Off-campus 
social clubs provide an excellent 
non-productive and conformative 
group therapy for these future 
Americans. Although administrators 
dislike even the most minute pos¬ 
sibilities of group discussions they 
realize the importance and necessity 
of these social clubs in moulding 
their quota of human beings into 
blindly obedient automatons; There¬ 
fore outlawed club member receive 
only the barest of administrative 
reprimands. 

We, as students, are being pounded, 
force-fed, and reshaped in the 
pseudo-omniscient mass molding 
machine which is our "educational" 
system. We are being programmed 
to take our place among the brain¬ 
washed masses - fermented in un¬ 
thinking nationalism. Today we 
learn to obey white-collar 
principals and the enigmatic 
Board of Education.

lems and possible solutions to 
them were discussed.
